kirned to Be an Ideal Place to 
Grow the Rope Weed. 


M arlin, Tax., Nov. fi.—Few charact- 
tare of soil art more adapted to the 
production of a g r o a t variety of crops 
than is th a t of the Brazos bottom . 
Often crops not before tried on this 
soil are suggested, and subsequent 
experim ents prove not only satisfac­ 
tory, but quite profitable. 
Diversi­ 
fication of orops on this soil is con­ 
stantly growing. 
A recent addition to the long and 
varied list of crops to which tile val 
ley of the Brazos is claim ed to be 
well adapted is the growth of hem p. 
Dr. A. J. Sm ith has Just returned 
from an extended visit to K entucky, 
in which state he m et w ith a great 
m any hem p growers, m any of whom 
are seeking new sections in w hich to 
eft Rage in raising tills article of ag­ 
riculture. 
Dr. Sm ith suggested to 
them th at Texas would produce a 
crop from anything planted in its 
soil. 
In this assertion he says he 
thought afethe tim e he was ju st m ak­ 
ing a “ Texas ta lk ,” not being par­ 
ticularly conversant w ith the special 
character of land required for the 
best results in growing hem p, but in 
the ercurse of the conversation he 
had witli the gentlem en he men 
tioned som ething about the bum per 
blood weed crops grown in tile Brazos 
bottom . Tills at once interested tile 
gentlem en of K entucky and they 
^form ed him th a t w herever blood 
weed will grow tile soil will produce 
hem p accordingly. 
Dr. Sm ith then 
rem arked, “ W ell, w e’ve 
got you 
faded down in Texas. Our Brazos 
bottom land will grow blood weed 
alm ost as th lek as the hair on a 
dog’B back, some of it as large in cir­ 
cum ference as an ordinary broom ­ 
stick and tw enty feet tall. 
The gen­ 
tlem en to whom he was talking had 
at one tim e perhaps resided in M is­ 
souri, and Dr. S m ith, observing an 
incredulous sm ile on their counten­ 
ances, proposed to show them the 
goods by an express shipm ent. 
One 
of the M issouri-disposed gentlem en 
proposed to pay the express charges 
on a few stalks of blood weed tw enty 
feet tall grown on unfertilized land.

Hint* About Scrowa. 
Where screws are driven Into soft 
wood and subjected to considerable 
■train they are very likely to work 
loose, and it is often difficult to make 
them hold. In such cases the use of 
glue Is profitable. Make the glue thick 
Immerse a stick about half the size of 
the screw and put It Into the hole 
Then put In the eerew and drive it 
home aa quickly aa possible. 
When 
there Is an article of furniture to be 
hastily repaired and no glue la at hand 
bore a hole, insert the stick, fill the rest 
of the cavity with pulverized rosin 
then heat the screw sufficiently to melt 
the rosin as It is driven in. 
Where 
■crews are driven into wood for tem 
porary purposes they can be more 
easily removed by dipping them In oil 
before Inserting. When buying screws 
notice that the heads are small and 
well cut, that there are no flaws In the 
body or thread part and that they have 
gimlet points. A screw of good make 
will drive as easily Into oak as others 
Into pine and will endure having twice 
the force brought against it.
